Chicaoo, Nov. :itf.— The trial of the allayed 
dynamite fiend, John Hronak, began IB 
Judge Collins* court Tuesday. 

Btotb^s Attorney Longeneker made a bilef 
opening addresa for the prosecution. He ex 
plained why Sevic, (.'a|wk and Chlelioun, the 
oilier tMii-pii 111 tirs, Wfie not on trial, aayiiii^ 
tbat they hill been ^'ranted separate triala, 
and tbat I'blebuun would testify against bis 
oomradea. It would be shown, be said, tbat 
thrse of tbe men deliberataly sat down and 
discussed a plan to blow up the Ih'mh-^ of 
Judges Oary and Oriniiell and In-p . i. r 
K iiiflei 1, I'l l itiitl iiiiinense i|iiaiii ii. -- of 
dynamite were found iu their poasa.ssion. H« 
went on to state tbat Hronek had photo 
graphs of tbe intended viotlnis, and that tbe 
oonspirators weBttolhohomeeettlMoacials 
in order to baoome aoqoalalad with Mm imr 
rounding^. 

Frank Cliloboun teslilletl a.s to the . iri-uiii' 
stance* undar which he first met the pris- 
oner. It waa at ''Anarchist Turk's" houae. 
Afterwards- he met Capek, and he became 
intimate with both of them. lie was a fre- 
qnent visitor at Uronek's bouse. The last 
Sunday in May Hronek told witness how 
ha bad a great wthaoM to bum up a lumber- 
yard, but it bad bean diaooverad. Ha had 
also missed a cfaaaoe to kill Bonfleld, and 
waa afraid be would never have another. 
Th«y went to Hronek^ woodabad, and 
Hronek showed him aboat ten bomba. Borne 
iron and others were of tin. None of 
were loaded, but Hronek said be could 
get some dynamite from Rudolph Bevic, one 
of tbe aocused, and illl them. 

A tin can about Ave incAaa high, one and 
three-quarters inioh tn diameter, and con- 
taining a smaller can in tbe center, waa pro- 
duced. It was covered with a pretty paiier 
piMure and was labeled '*Cart for Rbeuma- 
tiim." Cnlebonn aaid that aooM of the 
bombs wei-e like this, and tbaa three 
iron gaa pipe bombs were produoad and iden- 
tified aa being like others shown by Hrouek. 

"Jnae 8," oontinuad Chleboun, "I mat 
Hronek and wa went to CaiMk's houxe. 
There we met a man named Nikola n.in, am 
Hrouek pulled out a bomb. Nikolai nia dw 
not want taini t« be so public. From tnere 
they went to Rivenide, and on tbe road be 
tweeii tbat place and Clyde tried to teat tbe 
lionib. Hronek ulaoad it under a bridge 
anil, attaching a fuse, ligbtetl it. T>io\ 
waited tweuty-ttve niinutee, nut Hoiiek limi 
evidently twfatett tbe fuse in too ti^Ut and 
did not explode.
